SUMMARY: PEKING BEGAN TO RESUME ITS OFFICIAL BUSINESS WITH 
HIGH-LEVEL LEADERSHIP TURNOUTS, DESPTE THE CONTINUATION OF 
PUBLIC AND PRIVATE MOURING. THE NATIONAL DAY RECEPTION HAS 
BEEN CANCELED AND THE MEDIA CONTINUES ADULATION OF THE 
CHAIRMAN. WHILE THERE HAS BEEN NO MENTION OF THE FATE OF 
MAO'S REMAINS, SPECULATION IS THAT HE WILL NOT BE CREMEATED. 
PROVINCIAL INSTRUCTIONS SEEM TO HEW CLOSE TO NATIONAL THEMES 
ENUNCIATED DURING THE MOURNING PERIOD. BUT WARNINGS AGAINST 
DISRUPTIONS AND RUMOR MONGERING CONTINUE. THE PRC ALSO 
DETONATED ANOTHER NUCLEAR DEVICE IN SINKAING. EXTERNALLY, 
PERMIER HUA KUO-FENG REPORTEDLY GAVE FORMER NEW ZEALAND 
PRIME MINISTER ROWLING ASSURANCES ON THE CONTINUITY OF PRC 
FOREIGN POLICY AND COMMENTED POSITIVELY ON ASEAN AND THE 
ANZUS TREATY. FORMER U.S. DEFENSE SECRETARY SCHLESINGER 
HAS MET WITH HUA AND DEFENSE MINISTER YEH CHIEN-YING, WHILE 
COMMENTARIES IN THE LOCAL PRC PRESS ALLEGED THAT LEADERS ON 
TAIWAN ARE INCREASING WORRIED OVER U.S. COMMITMENTS THERE. 
THE SOVIET UNION CAME IN FOR ITS USUAL HEAVY MEDIA SHELLING.

RETURING TO NORMAL AND GAVE THE FIRST HINTS OF STATUS IN 
THE COLLECTIVE LEADERSHIP. POLITBURO STANDING COMMITTEE 
MEMBER/VICE PERMIER CHANG CHUNG-CHIAO MADE THE FIRST APPEAR- 
ANCE GREETING THE JAMAICAN DEPUTY PRMIE MINISTER/FINANCE 
MINISTER ON SEPTEMBER 23. THIS SPOTLIGHT WAS CONTINUED 

WHEN CHANG FOR THE FIRST TIME SIGNED A BILATERAL AGREEMENT,

TIEH YING. TIEH EMPHASIZED THE NEED TO GRASP REVOLUTION,

AND STRESSED UNITY IN "THINKING, POLICY, PLAN, COMMAND AND

CHINESE ANNOUNCE NUCLEAR TEST 
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9. ON SEPTEMBER 26 THE CHINESE CONDUCTED THEIR SECOND 
NUCLEAR TEST THIS YEAR, ONLY 17 DAYS AFTER CHAIRMAN MAO'S 
DEATH (THE FIRST DEVICE WAS EXPLODED ON JANUARY 23, 15 DAYS 
AFTER CHOU EN-LAI'S DEATH). AS IN PAST PRACTICE, THE 
SEPTEMBER 26 ANNOUNCEMENT STATED THAT THE TEST WAS ENTIRELY 
FOR DEFENSIVE PURPOSES TO "BREAK THE MONOPOLY OF THE SUPER-

10. FORMER NEW ZEALAND PRIME MINISTER EDWARD ROWLING MET 
WITH CHINESE PREMIER HUA KUO-FENG SEPTEMBER 25 AND REPORTEDLY 
STATED HUA HAD ASSURED HIM CHAIRMAN MAO'S DEATH WOULD NOT 
LEAD TO CHANGES IN PRC FOREIGN POLICY. ON REGIONAL MATTERS, 
ROWLING SAID HE AND HUA AGREED THAT ASEAN WAS "A GOOD 
DEVELOPMENT AND IN THE INTERESTS OF THE REGION GENERALLY"

11. FORMER U.S. DEFENSE SECRETARY SCHLESINGER, RETURNING 

TO PEKING FROM HIS PROVINCIAL TOUR, MET WITH CHINESE PREMIER 
HUA KUO-FENG AND DEFENSE MINISTER YEH CHIEN-YING. COMMENTING 
ON HIS MEETING WITH YEH, THE LOCAL PRC NEWSPAPER HSIN WAN PAO 
INDICATED THAT, DESPITE CERTAIN DIFFERENCES WITH SCHLESINGER - 
INCLUDING THE ISSUE OF U.S. ARMS SALES TO THE PRC - COMMON 
CONCERN OVER SOVIET HEGEMONISM PROMPTED HIS INVITATION TO 
CHINA. MEANWHILE, NCNA QUOTED RECENT REMARKS BY PRESENT 
DEFENSE SECRETARY RUMSFELD AND NAVY SECRETARY MIDDENDORF IN

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ACKNOWLEDGMENT OF MESSAGES RECEIVED FROM HE FAMILY OF

13. THE HONG KONG COMMUNIST EVENING PAPER HSIN WAN PAO 
SEPTEMBER 22 IMPLIES THE U.S. IS TRYING TO PRESSURE CHINAG 
CHING-KUO INTO ABANDONING QUEMOY AND MATSU. REFERRING TO 
A RECENT SPEECH BY THE ROC PREMIER, THE COMMENTARY ALLEGES 
THAT "ALL OF A SUDDEN" CHIANG CHING-KUO STATED:"WE WILL 
NEVER GIVE UP OUR FORWARD BASES ON QUEMOY AND MATSU UNDER 
ANY CIRCUMSTANCES." IT ASSERTS THAT THE PRC HAS GIVEN CHIANG 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE

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NO CAUSE TO WORRY SPECIFICALLY ABOUT QUEMOY AND MATSU SINCE

14. BARELY CONCEALING ITS GLEE, AN NCNA COMMENTARY ON THE 
DEFENCTION OF TWO SOVIET PILOTS WITHIN 18 DAYS CLAIMS THAT 
THE DEFECTIONS WERE "ERUPTIONS IN AN INEXORABLE PRCESS OF 
UNREST AND DISINTEGRATION" WITHIN THE SOVIET ARMED FORCES. 

IT CHARGES THAT THE BREZHNEV CLIQUE EDUCATES ITS SOLDIERS 
IN FASCISM AND MILITARISM AND PREDICTS THAT THE "DISCONTENT 
AND RESISTANCE" OF THE RANK-AND-FILE SOVIET SOLDIERS WILL 
CERTAINLY INCREASE IN INTENSITY. AN EQUALLY HARD-HITTING 
COMMENTARY ON LEBANON ATTRIBUTES MOST OF THAT COUNTRY'S

15. IN THE FIRST PRC DOMESTIC MEDIA COMMENTARY ON SOURTHERN 
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AFRICA IN ALMOST A MONTH (WR 35), NCNA DIRECTS MOST OF ITS 
FIRE AT THE SOVIET UNION UNDER THE GENERAL RUBRIC OF 
INTENSIFIED SOVIET-U.S.RIVALRY IN THE AREA. U.S. MOVES 
ARE DESCRIBED AS BASICALLY REACTIVE TO INCREASING SOVIET 
PRESSURE AND THE ONLY COMMENT ON THE SECRETARY'S MOST RECENT 
SHUTTLE IS THAT HE WENT THERE TO "MEET GROWING SOVIET 
INFLUENCE IN THE REGION AND TO SAFEGUARD U.S. INTERESTS 
THERE." LOCAL HONG KONG COMMUNIST PRESS COMMENTARY IS EVEN 
LESS CRITICAL, NOTING THAT THE SECRETARY IS "WORKING HARD"
